REPORT OF TECHNICAL DIRECTOR 


Despite the summer doldrums progress has been made technically. 
Among the movers and shakers of the organization were Gary, WAI- 
QMI, Andy, NIBHI, and our ever present antenna expert installer, Dick, 
WBICTO. 

Wesecured an optimum site for our 223.94 Repeater thanks to the Ten- 
nessee Gas Pipeline people in Hopkinton. 

Present antenna height is about 650 feet and we will go higher as we 
develop this repeater, For those not on 220 you are missing a super 
repeater, for thase on 220 drop in and be flabbergasted by this cov- 
erage, 

The Weston link is not yet connected due to the fact that the receivers 
purchased have had problems from day one. We will have our technical 
people attempt to debug the receivers prior to returning them to the 
manufacturer. This project will receive a priority. 

To those members not yet aware, the 146,115/715 Repeater at Stone- 
ham, now has a microprocessor and autopatch and our extreme thanks 
to Bill Sencabough and his crew. The repeater and duplexers were 
rebuilt at the time the microprocessor and controller/autopatch were 
added. Apologies to our users for the down time of the Repeater this 
summer, but the results were well worth it. 

The following isa briefoutline of what we intend to do otherthan keep 
our repeaters running well. 


Rebuild or retube the Weston amplifier. 

Implement the operation of the Weston/Arlington link. 
Link Quincy to Hopkinton (linking both 220 Repeaters). 
Open one of our 2 Meter Repeaters to a presently existing 
multi-bank linking system with multi state coverage. This 
will be a callable link. 

5. Participate in packet radio. 

6 Users of the Quincy 146.07/67 Repeater should be aware 
that tubes have been replaced in the final amplifier and 
this Repeater should be in its usual fine form by the time 
you read this,
